the fact remains that Monett, 
Joplin and we believe Aurora, 
Mo., get their water supply from 
wells some 800 '0 1500 feet deep. 

Many visitors and scores of citi- 
\zen tax-payers have for several 
jyears years advocated a deep well 
test in search of water. In view 
of these facts your committee 
recommends the following pro- 

cedure and in the following order: 

YF irst—A four by six foot shaft, 

fifty feet deep in the valley below 
the present dam, which will cost 
about $400 and which will cer- 
tainly demonstrate whether there 
is sufficidnt water bearing strata. 


If this is found insufficient, we 
recommend: 


Second—A drill hole 3000 feet 
deep if necessery. This will 
solve the question of a subtera- 
nean water supply and if found 
will be of incalculable value to 
,our city. It may furnish one of 
'several otber things also, gas, oil 
or mineral. This will cost $1.50 


per foot. 
In any event, it will be worth 


allit costs by showing to the 
world that we area live, progres-

| affords and not afraid to try. 

In case suitable water is not 
secured by way of the deep well 
then we recommend: 

Third—A second reservoir 
above the present one, connected

| finally sét by U. S. Census Direc- 
tor Durand, according to an an- 
nouncement from the Census Bu- 
reau today. This will be a com- 
‘orting assurance to the several 
bundred thousand who ae be- 
lieved to be contemplating appli- 
cation for the places. 

It was emphatically stated at 
the bureau that the test will be 
an eminently reasonable and prac- 
tical one, similar to that applied 
to applicants at the Twelfth Cen- 
sus. It will consist of filling-out 
a sample schedule of population 
from a description, in narrative 
form, of typical families and, in 
the case of enumerators whose 
work will be in the rural districts 
they will be called upon to fill out 
an additional sample schedule of 
agriculture, from information 
furnished by the Census Bureau. 

All persons, whether women or 
men. who may desire to become 
census enumerators must be citi- 
zens of the United States; resi-

It will be observed that your 
committee places the additional 
reservoir as third and last in our 
efforts to secure more and better 
Kae. This is done for two reas- 
ons: First, because of the impor- 
ad to our city as a health re- 
sort of getting water from deep 
in the stratified rocks, as sucha 
supply will be pure and entirely 
safe from any surface contamiina- 
tion, and will therefore be of 
great advantage to us in the eyes 
of visiting public. Second, be- 
cause the cost will be about one- 
third ot the reservoir plan. 


It is confidently believed that 
all of the above proposed plans 
can be executed at a cost not to 
exceed $20,000. And it is the 
opinion of your committee that 
this whole amount could be paid 
off by the net earnings of the 
waterworks alone if economically 
administered, in the short period 
of ten years. 

However that may be, the law 
permits an extension of the tax 
on the present district No. 5 to in- 
crease the supply of water should 
the same be necessary, and should 
that be deemed the better plan to 
adopt. And should all of “he 
$20,000 be not. used in securiivg 
the water supply, we recommend 
that such amount as is not us 
be expended for the further Bie 
tension of water mains. , 

In closing this report, your 
committee urges the prompt build- 


: 


reservoir in order to keep the 
leaves and debris, during the 
winter and spring rains, from 
washing into the present water 
supply. We also recommend the 
conserving of the water supply, 
for wasted water means wasted 
revenues. Thirty gallons each 
day per inhabitant is an ample 
allowance, which would require 
only one hundred. fifty thousand 
gallons for our city each day. 
Under the present plan there are 
from three to four hundred thous- 
and gallons used per day. We 
believe the meter system will cor- 
rect this useless waste and save 
the city many thousand dollars. 

Finally, we urge upon both the 
city authorities and commercial 
club the necessity of prompt and 
immediate action to secure more 
and better water. There are no 
obstacles in our way, that weas 
business men cannot overcome, 
to secure this most coveted éle 
ment. Postponement only brings 


discouragement and a discontent- 
ed citizenship; action brings cour- 
age, confidence, and concerted 
alignment for betterments.
